Once Franklin D. Roosevelt 
said that when a national tariff 
or tax bill reached his desk, 

as amended by 
the Congress, it 
more resem- 
bled an eco- 
nomic trade 
treaty between 
six nations than 
a measure ap- 
plying to one 
country. 
The amend- 
ments. reflect- 
ed the great di- 
versity of the country’s financial 
and economic interests ... the 
cotton-tobacco-peanut South; the 
cattle-cotton Southwest; the min- 
ing and irrigation-farming West; 
the lumber and shipping North- 
west; the corn-wheat-pig Mid- 
west: the  banking-investment 
and industrial East. 

The story of the 48 states is 
one of even greater diversity. 
Slowly, usually painfully, Amer- 
ica is learning about herself. 
We have indeed been a melting 
pot, though to be sure some of 
the human ores have been slow 
to become a part of the mag- 
nificent, almost mysterious, al- 
loy of “an American.’’ There 
1S something mystic about 
America . . “one nation, in- 
divisible, under God. . .” 


The States 


There are 48 states. 

Each has its own history, leg- 
ends, variances in culture, 
speech, idiom, mixtures of Euro- 
pean bloods; family names 
Americanized from the French, 
German, Dutch, and others. 

All this we know. 

But, we have just begun to 
study and to know ourselves and 
our states in the great changes 
being wrought by the industrial 
urbanization of America. 

Some things we have in com- 
mon. But, even this is rare. 

The Mississippi river flows 
through Minnesota, Illinois and 
Mississippi . . . the river itself 
is about all they have in com- 
mon. 

There are even more radical 
differences. 

Half of all the American peo- 
ple live in ten of the 48 states. 
Most of these’ are heavily in- 
dustrialized. But, in each, im- 
portant agricultural areas per- 
sist. 

In perhaps eight states the 
major industry is the entertain- 
ment, housing and feeding of 
tourists. 

Politically, a third of the 48 
gre one-party states. 


But that half of all our 160,- | 


000,000 and more people now 
live in 10 states startles us. 


The South, in general, and a 
few other states across the na- 


their best. educated, well-trained 
persons. The trend greatly is 
slowed down. But, it persists. 


People 


One little-noted aspect of the 
South’s racial problem is that 
its young, best-educated and 
trained Negro citizens are g0o- 
ing to the states where their 
education and skills will enable 
them to use these qualifications 
in gainful employment. To the 
thoughtful Southerner this, too, 
will be a matter of grave con- 
cern as he weighs the ultimate 
conclusion. 

This research from an im- 
portant study by the American 
Assembly, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, reveals what each citizen 
—who has stayed “put” knows; 
namely, that his state has 
“changed.” They all have. — 

The population of the nation 
has doubled in the past fifty 
years. Some states have vir- 
tually stood still. Some have 
lost numerical ground, Florida, 
Arizona and California. have 
multiplied several times over. 


Interstate migration has had, 
fn some states, almost the ef- 
fect of a complete change in 
population composition. Good 
roads, automobiles, employment 
advantage in the industrialized, 
urbanized states inspire and main- 
tain a tremendous migration. 

This has one effect worth 
noting in passing. It slowly, 
dangerously waters down inter- 
est in state government and 
state affairs generally. There 
is less provincialism, less state 
*‘loyalty.”’ 

Size and population totals are 
not a measure of income. 

Texas is more than 100 times 
larger than Delaware. New 
York has about 50 times the 
population. But Delaware leads 
all the 48 states in individual 
income per capita. 

Education offers even more 
variations, which also forbid 
generalities about “America.” 

We must keep on studying 
self, state and nation.

Just the Beginning 


In light balloting more related to the 
weather than to interest in the candi- 
dates. voters of New Hampshire yester- 
day launched the big show of American 
politics—the selection of a president for 
the next four years. 

The first of the preferential pri- 
maries, the New Hampshire vote does not 
have the same national significance as in 
1952. In that year Gen. Eisenhower scored 
@ smashing victory that set him on the 
road to eventual nomination and to the 
presidency. Sen. Kefauver bested Mr. 
‘Truman and started the spectacular boom 
that almost led to his nomination by the 
Democrats. 

This year, of course, President Eisen- 
hower has little or no opposition as the 
Republican choice. And while Sen. Ke- 
fauver is the only Democratic candidate 
listed on the ballot, a full slate of candi- 
dates favorable to Adlai Stevenson, who 
bested the Tennessean in the 1952 sweep- 
stakes at Chicago, is expected to demon- 
strate the relative strength of the two in 
that state. 

Should the final results favor Steven- 
son, he will be in the position of having 
won without a campaign effort on his 
part. Should Kefauver win, the final re- 
sults perhaps will meay about as much 
tod him as four years ago. 

Meanwhile, the first decisive test 
between the two Democrats comes in 
Minnesota next week. Stevenson, appar- 
ently, is far in the lead. 

At this stage there is no contest in 
the Republican Party for nomination to 
the presidency. It is Ike hands down. 
here is still considerable uncertainty 
about the vice presidential choice, with 
Nixon still very much in the running to 
succeed himself. 

There will be a lot of oratory, a lot 
of bitterness, a lot of discussion of issues 
and many promises between now and the 
conventions and the subsequent election. 
Out of it all the American people will 
rhanage to select a president and a Con- 
gress to serve with him. 

The balloting yesterday in New Hamp- 
shire is the first concrete evidence that 
the big show is on.

The John Smith Family 
Is Part of Our History 


In the death of Capt. John E. Smith, 
Atlanta lost one of its links with the past 
and the nation one of its pioneer auto- 
mobile dealers. 

Capt. Smith was a native Atlantan, 
born here in 1876, something of a dis- 
tinction in itself. He was the son of John 
M. Smith, founder of the John Smith Co., 
once a prosperous firm of carriage build- 
ers and now one of the land’s oldest 
automobile agencies. 

A Georgia Tech graduate and bene- 
factor, Mr. Smith made Atlanta his home 
throughout his long and busy life and 
was active in civic and social affairs. 

He was a well-known figure in na- 
tional automobile circles. His graduation 
from Tech coincided with the beginning 
of the auto age and the switch in the 
family business from carriages to cars 
was due to the younger Smith. He was 
active in many automotive trade associa- 
tions and was a founder of the National 
Automobile Dealers Assn. 

John E. Smith’s career spanned an 
era, from the close of the horse and buggy 
age well into the age of air transport. His 
was a prominent role in the life of Atlanta 
and one that will be remembered. 


Middle East Slipping 


Into Communist Orbit 


The United States is being maneu- 
vered into an untenable position in the 
Mediterranean area—a_ position § that 
seems to have come about through lack 
of imagination and foresight but which 
is going to mean a lot of future head- 
aches. 

It all comes about as a result of this 
nation’s traditional policy of champion- 
ing self-determination and independence 
for peoples. Tied in with that, however, 
is our need for military bases and the 
millions. of dollars tied up in those bases 
and in oil resources of the area. 

The deepening crisis is not going to be 
settled overnight nor is there any as- 
surance that it will be decided in our 
favor. The Communists are moving in, 
replacing the power vacuum left by with- 
drawal of the British and our bumbling 
policies that backfire in favor of the Reds. 

The crisis over Cyprus, for instance, 
is a direct result of events that preceded 
it. The United States encouraged Britain 
to give up her great Suez base and to 
withdraw from Egypt. The latter has 
responded by becoming more and more 
anti-West and has turned to the Commu- 
nists for arms and economic aid. 

Little by little what was left of Brit- 
ish power in the area has been dissipated 
—the latest example being in Jordan. 
Should the Cyprus base be surrendered, 
the Mediterranean stands in danger of 
eventually becoming a Communist lake. 

It is difficult for us to become excited 
about it but it is obvious that the West is 
being defeated and that with each defeat 
the Communists grow stronger. So far 
there has been no effective counter to a 
very effective Communist offensive. 

The situation goes from bad to worse 
and the possibility of a Communist-sup- 
ported Middle Eastern war increases 
daily. Should it occur the further possi- 
bility that it can be confined is much in 
doubt.

Fluoridation of water supplies to pre- 
vent tooth decay constitutes neither an 
experiment nor an unlawful practice of 
medicine. ° 

The Supreme Court of Ohio has so 
ruled in upholding the right of the city 
of Cleveland to put fluoride in its water 
supply. 

Also pertinent to the parents of chil- 
dren with cavities is a report like that 
made last week on the town of Milan, 
in Tennessee. 

The Tennessee director of dental health 
said publicly that 6-year-olds in Milan 
today have 60 per cent fewer cavities in 
their teeth. than Milan -6§-year-olds did 
when the city started fluoridation five 
years ago. 

Twenty-six cities in Tennessee includ- 
ing Oak Ridge, Kingsport and Bristol, 
now have flyoridated water supplies. In 
Georgia, 34 cities have taken this step to- 
ward better health. Others are well on 
the way.

Faulkner Clearly Defined 


Dixie Attitude on Integration 


William Faulkner has written a thoughtful letter to the North. 
The Nobel prize author from Mississippi, more in sorrow than 
anger, fears that Southern moderates like himself who had helped 
the Negro by the human instinct of championing ‘‘the underdog,”

Mississippi Is State Farthest From Integration

Down the years Mississippi's 


largely agricultural economy, 
pegged on cotton, has yielded 
steadily decreasing revenue in 


relation to the growth and di- 
versification of other states, leav- 
ing Mississippi the poorest state 


in the Union. There is little ques- | 


tion that the restricted produc- 
tivity of half its manpower—the 
Negro half—has been a sizable 
factor in this. 


Recent decades have brought 
a succession of blows to the com- 
fortable and once-lucrative socio-

slavery days. The New Deal, 
with its social legislatién and ex- 
altation of “the forgotten man,”’ 
tended to put plantation-style 
paternalism, the keystone of the 
segregation system, out of busi- 
ness. The industrial boom of 
World War II gave Mississippi’s 
Negroes, while they remained, 
politically impotent, a degree of 
economic enfranchisement. The 
war also cracked Mississippi’s 
isolation, taking young people of 
both races abroad and exposing 
them to new concepts. 


DELAYING THE DAY 

Today a good many Mississip- 
pians give tacit intimations— 
such as continual reftrences to 
staving off integration ‘‘for 
twenty years’’—of sensing that 
the ancient pattern to some de- 
gree is doomed. 


But upon their intimate, un- 
acknowledged soul-searching a 
regionally alien voice, from the 
nation’s highest tribunal, sud- 
denly intruded. It declared that 
Mississippi had been treating a 
large segment of its humanity 
unjustly. It compared Missis- 
sippi’s standards unfavorably, by 
inference, with a northern yard- 
stick of purported racial equal- 
ity that Mississippians consider 
hypocritical or fraudulent. 

The majority reaction was the 
universal reaction of individuals 
who consider themselves unfairly 
rebuked for behavior long sanc- 
tioned: indignation, denial, in- 
transigence. 

The atmosphere at the Em- 
mett Till murder trial last fall 
created a widespread impression 
that Mississippi was an armed 
camp. This is not true. A per- 
son can drive the length and 
breadth of Mississippi today and 
hardly know he is in a Southern 
state. Animus is directed at the 
Supreme Court, the Federal Gov- 
ernment, the National Assn. for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple and the North generally, 
rather than at the local Negroes. 

There is tension in Mississippi. 
But it is a tension less of inter- 
racial animosity than one en- 
gendered by parallel frustra- 
tions. The whites generally are 
bent on maintaining their ‘‘way 
of life’; the Negroes want some- 
thing better. Neither group has, 
at this juncture, the power to 
secure its desires. Both groups 
are conscious that their des- 
tinies are being shaped by forces 
that transcend local and state 
boundaries and are to a great 
extent beyond their control. 


NOT TYPICAL 

This frustration on the part of 
whites in a few communities has 
erupted into attacks on a few in- 
dividual Negroes and pressures 
on nonconforming whites. But 
the incidents have not been typi- 
cal of the general situation. 

Mass action against Negroes, 
such as pressures to drive them 
wholesale from the state, has 
not materialized for one evident 
reason: the Negroes are eco- 
nomically important. Unlike 20 
or 30 years ago, they now rep- 
resent a sizable fraction of con- 
sumer purchasing power. And 
they constitute a big segment of 
the labor supply on which Mis- 
sissippi is dependent in its ef- 
fort to ‘‘balance agriculture with 
industry’’ and make economic 
headway. 

Instead of reacting violently, 
white Mississippians have taken 
a position behind a wall of self- 
justification. This has consisted 
largely of reiterating the ration- 
alizations of segregation with 
which the South has reassured 
itself for nearly a century. At 
one extreme these start with ra- 


, 


voting counties elsewhere in the 
|South, no “overwhelming” has 
occurred. 

The white minority that op- 
poses segregation does not speak 
loudly. A handful of small or- 
ganizations dedicated to inter- 
racial understanding carry on 
their activities in obscurity and 
in some ‘apprehension of being 
called ‘‘subversive.”’ ! 

There is liberal sentiment in| 
colleges and in some church | 
circles, The Catholic Church. | 
against segregation in principle, | 
is small and has not undertaken 
to integrate its parochial schools. 
In Protestant churches there is 
considerable division of opinion. 


TWO VOICES FOR MODERATION 


There are only two prominent 
white spokesmen for moderation 
and conciliation on the integra- 
tion issue: Hodding Carter of 
Greenville, the editor, and Wil- 
liam Faulkner of Oxford, the 
novelist. Both are regularly de- 
nounced. 


. The most conspicuous cleavage 
in Opinion is that between age 
and youth. The older generation, 
having a vested responsibility in 
the existing system, is prone to 
defend it; young people tend to 
be more open-minded. Even 
within families, differences some- 
times are so strong that discus- 
sion of “‘Topic A’’ is taboo. 
Symptomatic, however, of the 
undercurrent of dissent were the 
recent resignations of two fac- 
ulty members of the state uni- 
versity and college. Their action 


was in protest against the can- 
cellation of a university talk by 
the Rev. Alvin Kershaw because 
he was an NAACP member. 


Mississippi's most vocal segre- 
gationist, Senator James 0. 
Eastland, has termed the inte- 
gration movement a product of 
Communist conspiracy and an 
invasion of states rights war- 
ranting ‘“‘nulification.’’ Missis- 
sippi’s new Governor, James P. 
Coleman, a_ segregationist but 
far more moderate, retorted that 
nullification was ‘‘legal poppy- 
cock.”’ 

At various points in the ideo- 
logical spectrum are the ethical 
heirs of Theodore Bilbo and John 
Rankin, exploiting racial differ- 
ences for political capital. 


VARIED OPINIONS 

The Citizens Councils in Mis- 
sissippi, where the movement 
originated, encompass all shades 
of opinion, from a belief that 
segregation is God-ordained to 
a reliance on states rights. | 

Claiming 75,000 members in| 
fifty-seven of the state’s eighty- 
two counties, the Mississippi or- 
ganization includes community 
leaders as well as what are 
locally referred to as “‘hotheads.” 

The typical local pattern is for 
some community leaders to be 
adherents, some abstainers and 
some outspoken critics of the 
Citizens Council movement. 


Negroes generally are  pre- 
vented from voting in Missis- 
sippi, on technicalities. There 


are only about 10,000 Negroes 
among 500,000 registered voters. 
No Negro has gone to a white 
public school or a white state 
college, and no suits have been 
filed to admit them—although 
some are planned. Some peti- 
tions for public-school admission 
were presented last fall and were 
rejected. 

The current turn of affairs has 
found many Negroes inert or 
inarticulate. But the organized 
Negro leadership, represented 
chiefly in the NAACP, is de- 
manding eventual full realization 
of the federal decrees, and has 
no doubt that every Negro in 
Mississippi would welcome this. 
When Gov. Hugh White, in July,

COMMON ARGUMENT 

Because of Mississippi's heavy 
Negro population the commonest 
argument is that if Negroes re- 
ceived equal status ‘‘they would 
overwhelm us.”’ 

But integrationists say this 
presupposes the presence of mili- 
tary force as in the Reconstruc- 
tion Era, which does not enter 
into the present situation. The 
evidence, they add, is that Ne- 
groes, whatever their ratio, are 
subject to the same political dy- 
namics as whites—notably that

GROUP RECOGNITION 


More than school integration, 
though, more than the vote, 
more than even the elimination 
of small Jim Crow practices. 
what they are restive for is| 
group recognition on the com-| 
munity level. | 

“Why,” a kindly white busi-| 
nessman in a small town said,| 
“every Negro here knows some| 
white person he can discuss his| 
problems with.”’ 

But a Negro leader in the 
same town, and other Negro 
leaders in other towns, say that 
this kind of ‘“‘Uncle Tom” rela- 
tionship is not what they want. 
What is wanted is regular com- 
munication between representa- 
tive groups of whites and Ne- 
groes—not necessarily to discuss| 
integration but to discuss things 
as simple as a leaky sehool roof. 

This lack of communication 
appears to a visitor as the most 
striking thing about Mississippi, 
today. Standing in the way of| 
white-Negro rapport is the psy-| 
chological block, compounded of 
defensiveness and resentment.

Resentment against northern 
intrusion apparently was the 
key to the Till case. Everyone 


in Mississippi has his own theory) 
about the facts in the case, in| 
which two white men were freed | 
in the killing of a 14-year-old 
Negro. But the consensus of) 
opinion on the integration issue | 
is that under the circumstances, | 
because of local pride and inde- 
pendence, no other outcome to 
the case was imaginable. 


SEGREGATION LABEL | 
In Mississippi’s present state 
of mind, local observers have 
commented, almost any legisla- 
tion ‘“‘with a segregation label 
will go through automatically.”’ 

A bill was formally proposed 
making it illegal to violate any 
state law or not to “conform 
with established traditions, cus-| 
toms and usages of our state.’’| 
It was aimed at integration: 
but, critics pointed out, it could 
apply also to someone who failed | 
to eat hominy grits for break- 
fast. Only a gubernatorial veto 
blocked a law making agents of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion subject to arrest. 

Measures taken to maintain 
the present system include: 

A constitutional amendment 
making possible the dissolution 
of the state’s school system and 
its re-establishment. under osten- 
sibly private or local auspices. 

A ban on attending school with 
Negroes. 

A law against conspiracy to 


violate segregation laws ‘“‘by 
force or otherwise.’’ 
A voting-registration law re- 


quiring applicants to ‘interpret’ 
a constitutional passage. 

The deputizing by the attorney 
general by mail of some 1,000 
lawyers to defend school districts 
against integration suits. 


REAFFIRMATION 


A law reaffirming the terminal 
waiting-room and washroom seg- 
regation invalidated by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

In pursuance of the “‘separate 
but equal” idea, the state has set 
up a program of financial aid to 
local schoo] districts designed to 
bring facilities, chiefly on the Ne- 
gro side, up to par.

Bill To Forbid | 
Solicitor Private 
Practice Vetoed | 


Two bills—one an Atlanta local 
bill and the other a statewide 
tax proposal—have been vetoed by 
Gov.

He doesn’t remem- 
ber exactly where he lost him, or 
why he didn’t start looking with 
more serious intent earlier. All he 
knows is how he lost him, and that 
he'd like to find him before he runs 
out of time.

What happened to Bearden seems to have been an overdose 
of prosperity that reduced caution in living. Actually, he built up 
no black reputation with his behavior. It seems only that he dam- 
aged his baseball career living his playboy life. 

“I'd take a drink when I wanted one,”’ he said. “I didn’t look 
behind the potted palms or the posts to see who was watching. I 
didn’t go into hiding. When I wanted one I took it. People saw me 
and when I started guing bad they said that was the reason. 

‘‘Nothing happened to my arm or the stuff I was throwing. 
I guess I just thought I was always in better shape than I was. 
I finally got smart, but I was a little. late.’’ 

Bearden pitched himself from a guy who made $7,800 to a 
$16,000 star inside of one season. “‘Bill Veeck called me in about 
the middle of the season and gave me a $2,500 raise,’’ he said. 
*“‘He called me in later and gave me another $2,500 raise. He gave 
me a bonus at the end of the season and an educational fund for 
my kids. He was that kind of guy. The next year I got a contract 
for $22,500. 

“IT saved some of it, if you’re wondering about it. I'm not 
broke.”’

Cardinals Deny Reports 
They’re Quitting Chicago 


Bears Made No $500,000 Offer 
To Spur Miami Shift, Halas Says 


CHICAGO, March 13 \‘® — The 
managing director of the Chicago 
Cardinals today denied a report 
that the National Football League 
club tentatively has accepted a 
$500,000 offer from the Chicago 
Bears to move out of town, pre- 
sumably to Miami, Fla. 

The report was made in a Tam- 
pa, Fla., dispatch to the Chicago 
Daily News from Sports Editor’ 
John Carmichael, who said the 
move was sought by the Bears to 
make Chicago a one-club pro city 
and bring greater revenue. . 

The Cardinal office released a 
statement from Managing Direc- 
tor Walter Wolfner, vacationing in 
Miami Beach, Fla., which said the 
Cards “‘are staying in Chicago 
and plan to play in Chicago for- 

ever.”’ 

At Phoenix, Ariz, owner 
George Halas of the Bears de- 
nied making any offer to induce 
the Cards to leave Chicago, 
while at Philadelphia, NFL 
Commissioner Bert Bell de- 
clared the story was untrue. 

Carmichael, who attributed the 

story to an “‘outside source,’’ said 
Wolfner would move the Cards to 
Miami, if given approval by that 
city, and spend $150,000 in ad- 
vance publicity. 


Carmichael wrote that the Bear 
offer of $500,000 was in reply to 
a similar offer by Wolfner, who 
admitted today he had tried to in- 
duce the Bears to leave Chicago 
a year ago. 

Chicago is the only NFL city 
with two entries, a fact which 
prevents both the Bears and Cards 
from acquiring money for tele- 
casting road games back to this 
city. 

In one-club NFL cities, road 
games are telecast back to the 
home folk at some profit.

“Words are’ beautiful and as we speak them we make them 
our own. As we put them into sentences and stories they should 
be connected like a string of pearls and flow along with a musi- 
cal rhythm.” 

As I read those lines I heard once more my youngest’s cry 
of anguish over her spelling book. 

“Mean old words!” she stormed. “Ugly and twisted old 
words. I just hate ‘em; I hate ’em!”’ 

Happily her hatred of a word is short-lived. When she learns 
to spell one she immediately adopts it like a docile pet, but still 
._ . . wouldn’t it be lovely if children could begin their adven- 
tures in reading by regarding words as beautiful? 


Dorothy Hinman, who has conducted a private school in At- 
lanta since 1949, after 13 years’ teaching in the public schools, 
wrote the lines I quoted above. And she firmly believes them. 
Her success as a teacher, particularly as a teacher of remedial 
reading, is largely based on her ability to make words friendly 


and attractive to young children. 


Her approach to reading and the simple, practi@al method 
she uses has gained such widespread attention the New York 
publishers, Bookman Associates, recently made her method 
available to teachers and parents everywhere in a book called 
“Reading Made Easy—for Johnny, for Teacher, for Mother.”’ 

Writing the book was almost an accident for Dorothy ‘Hin- 
man. She is primarily a teacher with a flourishing private 
school which has grown from a few rooms in her family’s old 
home at 933 Piedmont Ave. to fill the downstairs of the duplex 
which her father built next door. She has six teachers and day- 
long classes conducted primarily for children who need special 
help to prepare them to take their rightful-places in the public 
school. Recently she began early evening classes for high school 
students. 

The material she used to teach reading was her own, evolved 
out of her conviction that reading should be taught by phonetics 
since 85 per cent of words are spelled that way. She used simple 
stenographer’s notebooks to prepare workbooks for her pupils. 


Then one day a mother was so pleased with the progress 
of her own pupil in Miss Hinman’s reading classes that she 
asked for some of her material to send her sister in Germany, 
where another child in the family was having a rough time learn- 
ing to read. Miss Hinman wanted to oblige, but assembling her 
teaching aids and preparing a workbook for the child took longer 
than she thought. And when she had it together she realized 
she had a book. 


About that time she read a notice In the newspaper of a 
meeting of the Southern Publications Society, a group of Atlan- 
tans interested in getting material written in the South to the 
attention of Eastern publishers. She took her book and went to 
the leader of the group, Mrs. George Siappey, wno urged her to 
attend the next meeting and show her work to a publisher's 
representative. 

“He was surprisingly interested,”’ said Miss Hinman. “He 
told me he was concerned that his child. was learning to read 
by the sight method alone and had started teaching him pho- 
netics at home.”’ 


The publisher’s enthusiasm for the Hinman method of teach- 
ing reading resulted in a small paper-back volume which is 
comparatively inexpensive and which is expected to be in schools 
and homes where there are young children for years to come.

Gall Bladder Surgery 
Can Aid Ailing Heart 


Now and. then removal of a 
diseased gall bladder in a per- 
son with angina pectoris is fol- 
lowed by. improvement in the 
heart condition. Many physicians 
have seen examples of this 
strange relationship between the 
two organs. 


The typical victim is a 65-year- 
old man with known cardiac 
trouble. He develops pain in the 
lower breastbone, or pit of the 
stomach, not only with exertion 
but at rest, after meals or dur- 
ing the night. 

The victim complains of indi- 
gestion and says everything he 
eats “turns to gas.’’ The electro- 
cardiogram gives evidence of 
narrowing of the coronary ar- 
teries and X-rays show gall- 
stones. ; 


What should this man do? His 
physician cannot state with cer- 
tainty whether distress is of car- 
diac or gall bladder origin, as 
both may produce overlapping 
symptoms, Furthermore, the pa- 
tient and his family hesitate to 
approve surgical removal of the 
gall sac because of the man’s 
age and his heart condition. 


After stalling for a year or 
two, the patient is likely to take 
a chance, as he is not improv- 
ing or getting any younger. To 


bladder ends this phenomenon, 
Even though reflex symptoms 
are relieved, however, the heart 


remains the same. The safety 
of gall bladder removal in the 
elderly deserves comment. 
Three decades ago there were 
good reasons for hesitation about 
performing this operation in the 
aged. Mortality was so high, 
only 35 per cent made the grade. 
Nowadays the death rate from 
this procedure in persons of 70 
or more is less than 6 per cent.
